Hite  learee  the  Dominion 
a  favorable  trade  balance  of  evporis  over  Imports 
of  a  little  over  $4,500,000.  wherea*  the  favorable 
balance  for  the  preceding  twelre  monthe  waa 
tWe.OOO.OOO.  There  la  obvio\is'.y  a  'rf-nd  of  trade 
definitely  at  fault  when  there  can  be  such  a  lub- 
atanUal  falling  off  In  a  favorable  trade  balance 
within  a  single  twelve  months. 

Canada  continues  to  buy  more  and  more  from 
the  United  States.  Her  Imports  for  the  twelve 
months  ending  October  31,  1928,  were  valued  at 
$808,100,251,  and  the  figure  had  risen  to  $898,- 
243,116  for  the  twelve  months  ending  October 
last.  Ber  exports  to  that  eomtry  Increased,  as 
between  the  two  twelve  month  periods,  from 
$492,537,788  to  $522,875,695.  In  other  words  Can- 
ada continues  to  buy  more  from  the  United 
Rfafes  whereas  her  purchases  from  British  Em- 
pire sources  remain  almost  stationary.  It  Is  quite 
obYlottS  that  intra-Brapire  trade  Is  not  being  de- 
veloped to  the  extent  i<*miKht  be  by  the  present 
Government  at  OtUwa.  The  trend  of  the  fiscal 
policy  devised  by  the  Liberal  Administration  is  to 
make  the  Dominion  more  and  more  dependent  on 
the  United  States  for  her  supplies. 

When  Uie  Hawley-Smoot  tariff  goes  into  ef- 
fect in  the  Ukilted  States  Its  tendency  will  be  to 
contr;ict  still  further  the -American  markets  for 
Canadian  goods.  Thus  the  adverse  balance  of 
trade  with  the  United  States  will  become  more 
pronounced.  Canada  will  have  to  seek  fresh 
markets,  and.  in  doing  so,  will  be  legitimately 
entitled  to  take  measures  to  meet  the  heightened 
customs  barrler.s  on  the  American  side.  So  far 
no  policy  has  been  determined  In  this  regard. 
Nothing  of  a  tenglble  eharaetir,  other  than  the 
effort.s  of  trade  commissioners,  i.s  being  done  to 
increase  intra-Empire  trade,  so  far  as  this  coun- 
try can  assist.  Mr.  Maekensle  King  U  torn  by 
conflicting  emotions;  his  attitude  Is  compromised 
by  his  high  tariff  followers  from  Quebec  and  his 
free  trade  s«pi)orters  from  the  Pralrlei.  litis  Is 
the  situation  which  dictates  the  policy  of  "watch- 
ful waiting,"  which  really  impUes  a  doctrine  of 
opportunism,  or  the  hope  that  some  polttteal  de- 

vrlo))nicrit,  wfl|  Onsue  which  will  turn  the  people's 
thoughts  from  the  tariff  Issue.  The  actual  trade 
figures  of  the  country,  however,  oontinue  to 
speak  with  growing  Insistency  on  the  necessity 
for  tariff  revision  particularly  devised  to  protect 
the  hidustrles  of  the  country  and  increase  expert 
tvade.-

Deep  regret  will  be  felt  throughout  the  business 
community  and  la  many  other  walks  of  lite  In 
the  el^  at  the  passing  of  Mr.  Thomas  Pllmley. 
Well  known  to  a  wide  circle  as  a  pioneer,  f^rst  In 
the  bicycle  and  then  in  the  motor  car  trade,  as  a 
quiet  and  unaasumlng  man  In  his  dealings,  and 
as  always  straightforward,  he  will  be  sadly 
missed.

The  Weather 


Italian  scientists  have  been  proving  once  more 
an  old  truth.  Under  the  lofty  dome  of  Santa 
Maria  del  Flore  at  Florence,  a  ma.ssive  pendulum 
150  feet  long  and  weighing  200  pounds  has  been 
set  swinging  over  a  carefully  marked  table,  with 
the  result  tlHtt  those  who  watched  saw  for  them- 
selves the  unqtiestloned  evidence  of  the  eafth's 
rotation  on  Its  axis.  The  experiment  Is  not  new;

Two  and  a  half  centuries  later  It  fell  to  the^ 
llhutrkrai  Frenchman  to  demonstrate  the  accu- 
racy of  what  men  had  long  come  to  accept  as  a 
scientific  law.  In  mind  M.  Foucault  was  a  dis- 
ciple of  CNiUleo,-  and  went  to  the  great  master 

for  the  means  to  Justify  him  It  was  Galileo  at 
Pisa  who  first  set  a  pendulum  in  motion  as  a 
means  of  eatabltChlng  physhsal  laws  wMeh  could 
not  nMicrwlse  be  understood.  He  found  that  a 
pendulum  will  complete  Its  iovmey  In  the  same 
time  whatever  the  length  of  Its  strttke  or  the 
diameter  of  the  circW-  which  It  describes.  To 
alter  the  time  In  which  it  does  Its  work  we  must 
alter  the  length  of  the  pendulum  Itself.  Once 
est  in  motion,  the  pendulum  swings  \n  the  same 
plane  for  an  enormous  number  of  beats  until 
friction  and  the  poll  of  the  earth  bring  it  to  re.st 
Without  these  deterring  forces  it  wf)\jld  go  on 
for  ever.

miles  per  day. 

The  letter  reached  Vancouver  one 
week  after  leaving  Toronto.  Thirty- 
three  dav.s  later  It  was  post-marked 
In  Hong  Kong,  after  having  crossed 
the  Pacific  Ocean.  Eighteen  day.s 
later  It  arrived  at  Calcutta,  after 
having  almost  touched  the  equator 
off  .Singapore  and  having  traversed 
the  leiiKtlLs  of  the  Yellow  Sea  and 
the  (iulf  of  Huiinah  Just  two 
weeks  later  It  had  crossed  the  Indian 
Ocean,  followed  the  length  of  the 
Red  Sea  and  the  Suez  Canal  and 
arrived  at  Cairo.  Eighteen  days 
from  the  time  the  letter  was 
stamped  at  Cairo  It  had  arrtved  In 
Toronto,  having  meanwhile  made  a 
remarkably  rapid  tr^  through  the 
Mediterranean  Sea  and  aCTQSS  the 
Atlantic  Ocean. 

The  letter  bears  many  po.stal  Im- 
prints and  Is  much  scribbled  on  by 
harassed  Chinese,  Indian,  Bgyptlan 
On  the  back  Is  written,  in  angular 
French  scru>t.  the  information  that 
It  was  o|>€ned  by  ml.stake  owUik  t-o 
the  similarity  of  the  wrl'er's  name 
with  that  of  some  other  .son  of 
Scotia.
